SUMMARY. 

The whole number of different pupils attending school two 
or more weeks during the year was 154. The whole number 
of weeks of school was 148 3-5. The average length of the 
school year for each district was 14 weeks and 3 1-10 days- 
‘The number of terms, 18, and the number of different teachers, 
11. The average wages of teachers per month including 
board was $16.55. 

REMARKS. 

The schools in general throughout the town for the past year 
have been as good as could be expected; and I think more im- 
provement was made than during the previous year, though not 
as much was obtained from some of the advanced studies as 
might be if the schools were provided with better apparatus. 
In nine schools the same teachers taught the entire school year. 


“This enables the scholars to go on from where they leave off, 


as the teacher knows the ability of the scholars at the begin- 
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ning of the term. ‘The teachers did all they could to make 
each term a success, that they might satisfy both parents and 
committees. Itis not supposed that each did eqally well, 
for when you compare a school with four scholars to one with 
37 you can judge for yourself as to the difference in ability and 
labor in teaching the two. Our board of teachers for the past 
year was better than that of the previous year, for which credit 
is due to the prudential committees. 

There has been no improvement made in the school ‘buildings 
during the year, but I hope that the thunderbolt which is likely 
to result from the laws of ’85, will blow half a dozen of them 
into atoms with one stroke. If the schools are liberally consoli- 
dated, together with .the increase of school money resulting 
from the income of the Keyes fund, there is no reason why we 
should not have first-class schools in our town, and any par- 


ents who think anything of an education for their children 
should be glad to send them a little farther to a good school- 


building, and under the instruction of a competent teacher, as 
some will be obliged to do if any change be made.
